Paulding County 
Records 
Another 
Murder—Scott McCoy Brains 
James Andrews. 


Speoialto THB SENTINIEL. 


BBonGHTON, Ohio, April 18.—Yester- 
day about 8:80 a. m. Scott McCoy hit 
James Andrews on the head with a club, 
injuring Andrews so severely that he 
died two hours afterwards. McCoy and 
Andrews n^et on the road between their 
residences, half a mile south of Hedges, 
and entered into a neighborly conversa- 
tion about the sale of land, McCoy claim- 
ing that he was offered a certain price 
which Andrews considered very high, 
and jokingly remarked to McCoy he 
should not allow any one to cross his 
land for fear they would carry the valu- 
able soil away. This enraged McCoy, 
who went on a hunt for a club. 
He 
picked up three, and after trying them 
all, found one that suited his deadly pur- 
pose. He dealt Andrews a terrible blow 
with the above result. 
McCoy is a 
wreckiess wretch, addicted to drinking, 
and very much of a tongh character. 
It is claimed he had to leave Putnam 
county for beating a man nearly to death 
four years ago. 
Andrews was about 
twenty-three years old, a steady, hard 
working young man and well thought of 
in the community. 


Sheriff Parr and deputy, from Paul- 
ding, are on the hunt for McCoy, who 
will likely be run down before midnight. 
This is the second murder in this part of 
Paulding county in the last year. 


McCoy is a farmer on a small scale 
and has a small family. Andrews owned 
a farm and was a single man.

NAPOLEON'S HERO. 


Martin Schneider, an Alsatian Soldier 
at Waterloo. Dies at the Age 
of 102 Tears. 


Think of a babe making its bow to 
the world 102 years ago, and then let 
memory measure the experience of such 
a person bidding adieu to mother earth 
yesterday, after seeing empires totter 
and fall, after witnessing vast armies go 
to pieces, and looking at the downfall of 
the greatest military chieftain and genius 
of all time. Such a character have we 
to pay our respects to to-day: 


Martin Schueider, who was a veteran 
in life's experience as well as a veteran 
of many wars, died yesterday at the St. 
Joe hospital. He was born April 1st, 
1785, and was consequently 102* years 
and sixteen days old at the time of his 
death. 


One week ago to-day the old gentle- 
man visited his grandchild, who is the 
adopted daughter of Mr. Bies, at 365 
East Washington street. 
He made the 


journey on foot from the St. Joseph hos 
pital and back again, a distance of two 
miles, duplicated. 


Mr. Schneider was an Alsatian by 
birth and in his early years was a sold- 
ier in the French army, under command 
of the Little Corporal. He took part 
in the great Voelkerschlacht at Leipsic 
in 1813, which precipitated the downfall 
of Napoleon. 
The old man, whose 
death is herein chronicled, often regaled 
his hearers, how on the 18th of Octo- 
ber, 
1813, 
after 
two 
days 
of 
hard 
fighting, 
against the 
allied 
troops 
of 
Bussia, 
Prussia 
and 
Austria, 160,000 strong, with Bluecher 
coming up during the engagement with 
60,000 more, Napoleon found his forces 
weakening. Schwarzenberg the oppos- 
ing commander was again re-enforced 
by the arrival of the Bnssian reserves 
and came into the field with .300,000 men 
and 1,400 cannon. It was quite thril- 
ing to hear this veteran's graphic dis- 
cription of Napoleon's retreat through 
Lindenau, leaving 12,000 soldiers, be- 
sides 25,000 sick and wounded in the 
hands of the allies. 
The total loss of 
the French during the three days flght- 
ing was more than 60,000; that of the 
allies 50,000. 


Martin Schneider had a wonderful 
memory of the incidents of ,his soldier 
days. 
His almost dramatic narratives of 
lis experience at Waterloo would dazzle 
his listeners did not history bear melan- 
choly and truthful 
witness to the old 
gentleman's statements. 


The battle of Waterloo, in Belgium, 
was fought, as is well known, June 18th, 
1815, between the allied English, Nether- 
land and German troops under Welling- 
ton and the French under Napoleon, 
and resulted in the complete overthrow 
of the French emperor. 


The total loss in this engagement of 
the allies, including the Prussians, was 
about 23,000, and that of the French 
30,000 besides 227 pieces of cannon. 


From out of this battle Martin Schnei- 
der, whose horse was shot from under 
bim, escaped unhurt. 
He secured a 
riderless steed and escaped into the 
Rhine country, whence he quitted the 
land. 


He was to the last a warm adherent of 
i^apoleon, and when telling of his war 
escapades would repeat the cry with 
which the soldiers fleeing from the 
scenes of hayoc at Waterloo would flell 
the air: "Vive T Empereur!" 


He leaves a son, a resident of Kansas 
City. The whereabouts of his several 
grandchildren are unknown at present 
writing. 


Mr. Schneider's funeral will take place 
from the St. Joseph hospital to-morrow 
morning at 9 o'clock.

SCENE IN WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


A liong Procossion of Mounted Savages. 


A Most Impressive Spectacle. 


Some years ago, in late August, I was 
traveling from the land of the Blackfeet 
to Walla Walla, in Washington territory. 
I had followed an Indian trail from the 
Saskatchewan plains to the Cadotte pass. 
In the pass I unsaddled my horse for his 
noon feed and sat down to smoke. 
I had 
just left a noisy, buftalo hunting Indian 
camp, and presently I conjured an Indian 
scene. 
Columns of Indians, painted and 
stripped to their breech clouts, filed past 
me and disiippeai-ed in the haze which 
hung over tlie eastern plains. 
Great 
herds of buffalo sprang into life in my 
brain, and bands of Cheyennes, Sioux 
and Blackfeet pursued them. 
When the 
buffalo were falling and the plains be- 
hind me were a map of ever shifting 
light and color and active life, the Utes, 
mounted and with bent bows and long, 
grooved war arrows drawn to their heads, 
dashed past me and battle, savage and 
bloody, raged below. 


I sat smoking and wondering why men 
ever became lonesome when they c o ^ d re- 
people the remote solitude of highland and 
plain and enjoy scenes of human interest, 
when my horse threw up his head and 
sniffed inquirmgly of the air and then 
trotted to me, and stood by my side look- 
ing at the summit of the pass, which was 
a few yards above us. 
Presently an In- 
dian's head appeared above the crest of 
the range. 
I sat and looked at him and 
he looked at me. Soon another and another 
and another dark and savage visaged bead 
rose above the crest, and then the head 
of a column of mounted Indians rode into 
sight. They were singing their marching 
song— much as the Indians in the Wild 
West show do. Every trail was occupied. 
The Indians looked neither to the 
right 
nor to the left, but mai'ched slowly past 
me. 
There were old m^'n, and Avarriors, 
and young men, all witli tJieir rifles across 
their knees, and hundreds of women, 
some of whom were handsome, and many 
cliildren, and aa army of dogs brought 
up the rear. 
. I thought I had conjured to very good 
effect. 
For an horn- this column swept 
past me. and I sat on a rock and smoked 
and looked at them. 
Not a word was 
spoken to me. 
Hai cUy a gla nce was cast 
at me. 
Tlie migi-ating people talked to 
one another, and laughed, and had a good 
time generally. 
Tluree thousuud Indians 
defiled in front of 
me. 
They 
were 
gay with 
bright 
colored 
shirts, 
and 
gaudy 
blankets, 
and 
many 
colored 
painted 
faces. 
I knew that these In- 
dians were portions of tho Nez Perce, 
Flathead, 
Spokane, Okinagan, 
Wenat- 
chee, and Peud Oreille tribes, and that 
they were going to hunt buffalo on the 
Saskatchewan plains 
and to fight the 
Blackfeet. 
These Indians riding i^ast me 
in the Cadotte pass made one of the most 
impressive sjiectacles I ever saw in the 
heart of the republic. 


That evening alx)ut dark, while I was 
riding wt^stwai'd on the Blax-.kfoot river 
trail, I met a l>elated Indian who was 
hunying after the main body. 
He made 
signs of inquuy to me, and I answered 
with signs. 
I did not fully understand 
the sign language, and the anxious Indian 
failed to interpret my meaning. 
Evi- 
dently I conveyed information of direftd 
import. 
The dusky warrior stai-ted in 
his saddle. 
He slapped his mouth with 
open palm to express his gi-eat sui-prise, 
then wheeled liis horse and galloped off 
before I had finished telling my story. 
I 
have often wondered wliat I really told 
that savage and to wha t I imjiellod him.—•

A Sportsman'« EziMrlenee on m Bright, 
Frosty Dec«inb«r Momingr. 


Seven years ago a friend called on me 
one bright, frosty December morning. 
He had his dog and g ^ with him.

wanted to himt a distant field where 
quail were plentiful 
I told him that my 
ground was the best in the country, and 
I declined t o go seven miles to shoot over 
strange gromid.

cornfields. 
My friend had urgent need 
for forty buds. 


" S a m , " I said, "when forty birds are 
killed we will stop shooting."

" W e will get

mile long, and which lined both banks of 
the creek.

She 
worked steadily at a slow trot. 
Suddenly 
she turned and stood, with twisted head 
and uplifted foot and horizontal tail, 
gazing into a dense clmnp of bashes. 
I 
whistled warningly to my friend, and 
then flushed tlie birds, and missed with 
both bai-rels. 
The covey was 
exceed- 
ingly large. 
The birds flew into an open 
space of an acre, where the grass was 
about a foot Iiigh, and there scattered 
widely. About the same time my friend's 
dog, a headstrong, stupid pointer, flushed 
a covey, and they crossed the creek and 
settled in the grass, scattering widely 
also. 
I beckoned liim. 
He crossed the 
creek, and wished to advance at once to 
the sport. 


" S a m , " I said, "you need forty birds. 
I don't like to say anything against your 
dog. 
He is the best prairie chicken dog 
I ever saw, but he is a lunkhead on quail.

Let Queen beat this grass 
for us and we will get the forty birds." 


But I coaxed 
him into tying liis dog to a plum bush. 
W e walked slowly to the grass. 
There I

The two dogs, en%nious of each other, 
worked as nailers are alleged to work, 
and brought in bird after bird until forty- 
three quail were in our bags. 
The other 
seven were probably winged, and escaped 
by long and fast running.
